"This government,. therefore," the 


note says, "infers that the comman- 
manders of his majesty's ships of

tions upon neutral trade more burd- 
ensome1 than those which have been

German Submarine Caught 


In Trap, Set for the Purpose; 


Other Activities of the Navy 


(ASSOCIATED MESS TELEGRAM! 


Paris. April 6.—A German sub- 


marine has become securely entang- 
led in a net specially designed for 
tlaat purpose and placed oil Dover, 
according to the Petit Journal's Dun- 
kirk correspondent, who adds that 
the French naval authorities expect 
to capture the submersible wfteti it 


to the surface. 


Miles of submarine traps 
have 


been set by the British navy at bar- 
ber entrances and 
other strategic 


points around the British Isles to 
catch German submarines engaged in 
blocking England. 


The traps are not unlike g313 nets 


used by fishermen. 
Malleable iron 


frames ten feet square, three frames 
joined, are sunk to a depth ol SO 
fret, suspended from immense buoys. 
If a submarine, which is a blind 
thing when submerged, enters one of 


frames Ms sides are the -cause 


of ihe lower frame to buckle up- 
ward, eaiching the propeller. Thus

Persian insect powder). All doors and 
windows must be 'lightly closed, and 
after the powder is burned the flies 
must be swept from the floor and Turn- 
ed. as some may be stunned but not 
killed bv the fumes.

figures in proof of her plan. The chil- 
dren and grandchildren and later de- 
scendants -of a pair of flies breeding 
from early spring to late fall can ba 
numbered only by using a string of 
twenty-one digits, she said. The num- 
ber she gave was 191,010 quadrillion 
flies, enough to cover the entire earth 
forty-seven feet deep.

nfants, and no mother fly has ever been 
able to have all her eggs hatch into
